NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 24th April 1974 

S.O. 259(E).—Whereas in the notification of the Government of India In the 

Ministry of Law, Justice and Company Ailairs (Legislative Department) No. 4(2)/ 
66-Wakf, dated the 28th July 1973, relating to the appointment of members to the 
Punjab Wakf Board, Shrlmati Sajida Begum, M.L.A., Malerkotla, and Col. K, M. 
Sayeed, Simla, were appointed as members having regard to the fact that the 
former Is a member of the State Legislative Assembly of Punjab and the latter Is 
a mutawalli; 

And whereas'it has come to the notice of the Central Government that 
Shrlmati Sajida Begum, besides being a member of the State Legislative Assembly, 
Is also a mutawalli; 

And whereas the first proviso to section 11 of the Wakf Act, 1954 (29 of 1954) 
prohibits the appointment of more than one mutawalli to a Board of Wakfs and 
doubts have thus arisen regarding the validity of the appointment of the said 
Shrlmati Sajida Begum and Col. K, M. Sayeed as members of the Punjab Wakf 
Board; 

And whereas the said Col. K. M. Sayeed has sent a letter resigning his member¬ 
ship of the said Board; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 11 of the said 
Act, read with the notifications of the Government of India in the late Ministry of 
Law (Legislative Department) No. 12(ll)/68-Wakf, dated the 3rd July, 19(18 and 
No. F. 4(5)/70-Wakf. dated the 20th June, 1072, issued under sub-section (1) of 
section 72 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1900 (31 of 1960), the Central Govern¬ 
ment directs that the aforesaid notification No. 4(2)/08-Wakf, dated the 28th July, 
1973, shall, in so far as it relates to the appointment of Shrimati Sajida Begum and 
Col. K. M. Sayeed as members, stand cancelled and appoints, with effect from the 
date of publication of this notification in the Gazette of India,,— 

(1) Prof. Abdul Majid Khan, Sanjoli, Simla, being a person having knowledge 

of administration, and 

(2) Smt. Sajida Begum, M.L.A., Malerkotla, being a mutawalli, 
as members of the said Punjab Wakf Board.
